Board recently issued its 
twenty-sixth annual report 
covering operations for the 
xeat ended March 31, 1955.

225,500 was approved for loans, 
of Which 52,5 ercent was to buy 
and pay land-secured debt, 16.5 
percent to buy livestock, farm 
machinery and to’ make improve- 
ments, 28 percent to pay debts 
and 3 percent for sundry purposes. 
| A total of 2,145 first mortgage
